tonight, and the streets resumed tlieir 
normal condition. The Japanese have 
all gone back to Work, -and it is un- 
derstood that the ;Chlirese will return 
in tlio niornlns. In the meantime many 
restaur;ints are tied up for want oC 
domcKllct'. 

At a .special meeting of the city coun- 
cil hcl<l thi.s evonlnsr a by-law was 
passed prohibitlnsr Jin jitsu e.Nhibitlons 
in tho clfj-. This i.s alm.;d to prevent 
a ma tell ;innovniccd to take place in 
Rocrcatiiiii parlc on Tluirsday night 
bfiforo iMcI.aK''in and tho Japanese 
ICanadii. It waa felt that this was 
necessary, as It uiiRht load to further 
disturbance. .Mayor Botliuue an- 
iiouiiced that at the request of Consul 
Morlkawa ho liad ."ent :i telogram to 
Colonel llolmcti, D. O. C, asking that 
the militia bo placed at tlioir disposal 
if nccos.sary, and Colonel Holmes had 
replied that he had instructed Jtajor 
Boultboo in Vancouver to place the 
Sixth rcBlmont at the disposal of the 
mayor If necessary. Tho mayor at tho 
same time expressed the conviction nnd 
hope that they would not bo needed. 
Tlio following telegram was sent in re- 
ply to a dispatch received from Sir 
"Wilfrid Laurler deprecating Injury to 
Japanese: 

"Premier of Canada, Ottawa. Ont. — 
Telegram of dtli received. Please as- 
sure his excellency tliat disturbance 
which occasioned so, much damage lo 
property, joutT^not' to persons, I.s being 
kept under control by, tii^lclont polic-i 
backed hy strong public; vaentiiwetlt. 
DIsturl)ancos Avoro dire'cted' J; against 
Asiatics generally rather: ihan. flgalnijt 
Japanese. Tho offenders, Whp, wore 
api)rehended, numbering 20, are now 
before the courts of justice. (Signed) 
Alex. Bethuno, Mayor." 

The chief of police was authorized 
to swear In as- many spoolal's as he 
might need. , .•„ 

One .more jarrest was made today of 
a. man rittmed''McClnren. who was con- 
."picuous in tho riots on Saturday. In 
the police court two rioters wero com- 
mitted for trial, and ono . man|? .was 
lined $50 for resisting a policeman. 
.Six Orientals wore fined $10 each for 
I carrying concealed weapons. Tonight 
a house was burned down on West- 
miuHtor avenue, and there was ,a small 
fire at Ha.stiiig's sawmill. Both wero 
IMU-i'ly acc'iilentiU, being caused by tin; 
liigli wind driving .sparks, and no in- 
cenfliarisni U su.speeted. Tho house 
was a .sliaeK- at the rear of another, and 
tho daiiKige w.is not great. 

(Associated Press Report.) 

A'ancouvor, .Sejjt. 10.— Stringent 
measures are not relaxed by the po. 
lice, and mounted men are patrolling 
tlie streets tonight. A heavy thun- 
dor.storm which swept over the city 
between seven and eight o'clock diif 
more to keep tho crowd at home flian 
anything cl.se. Tlicro are cc\iipara- 
tively few around town, but cordons 
of police gii.ard tho Oriental quarters, 
and no while p-yiple iire allowed in. 
An apprelien.sive feeling still prevails, 
but it J.s expected that tlie Chincso 
will resume their duties in tho morn, 
iiig and hotel and restaurant llfo will 
bo normal. 

An instance of liow little will arouse 
excitement was shown tlil.s evening 
when two firo alarms were rung in. It 
wa.s tliought at first that hoodlums 
wero taking advantage of the storm 
to start further iliiniage, ■■ind following 
the hose wagons v.-as ;i. .small crowd, 
daslilng through the rain. It trans- 
pired that the wind swept sparks into 
a sawmill yard, starling a blaze tliat 
was .'ioon extinguished. The otlier 
■■ilarm was caused by electric wires. 

Chinese aro venturing out, and aro 
unmolested, reassured by tho action 
of tlio i)ollco magistrate. 

A special mt'otiug of the city coun- 
cil was held privately tonight, dls- 
cussin;-'; tlio matter gener.-illy, ]i;irticu- 
larly reparation. No formal claims 
•,wo. ;,et filed, but either tho city or tho 
govenunent will make full financial 
amends. 

Tlio body of .-i Cliinaman was found 
this morning, who hail committed sui- 
cide by hanging. It was at first sug- 
gested that this WHS a murder, but 
liivi-stigatifui showed that his mental 
C(Hiiliiion was impaired, lie being old.

night it was .stilted that an attempt 
was mndo to fire the .Tapaneso mis- 
sion, but as the quarter was strongly 
guarded tho pollco cannot see how 
any one could have gone to such a 
pulMic pince without having lieen de- 
lected. The Ijellef is tliat tho .T;ip. 
aneso themselves put tlie oily waste 
under llio building to arouse suspic- 
ion. 

In the police court today there was 
ii, great ari'ay of riot cnses nnd bovvlo 
knives Jiiid revolvers formed conspic- 
uous oxliiliit.s, I\!any Orientals wero 
U|) for carr.N'ing concealed offensive 
weapons, and in case.s that wero tried 
the minimum fine of .?X0 was imposed, 
the maglstrato iiolding that tliey had 
provocation. Tliat tho .'luthorltlos will 
not countenance any opposition to law 
and order was shown in file action of 
tiio magistrato in Imposing ;i fine of 
?100 on a young man who attempted 



to pass tho pollco into Chinatown. He 
said ho was jnloxicated and did riot 
know what ho was doing, but as he 
was not badly so, the magistrate con 
eluded ho knew what ho was doing. 
This is tho first case of the whites 
in which a conclusion has been reached. 
In one other case a young man charged 
with rioting was sent up for trial. 
Other cases aro now proceeding.

TmALS IN ENGUiO 



Airsiiip '/ Experiment at Farn- 
borougii Appears to Promise 
Success ' 



Farnborough, Eng., Sept. 10. — The 
first military dirigible balloon built *n 
this country matie two trial, trips to- 
day, and with the excopHpn;'J^<.JO£,'^i% 
slight hitch caused by tho?b1?Miking!;pf 
a bolt in the machinery thatidro'via the 
cooling fan the airship .appears; t6 
have answered all. the expectations of; 
its inventors. Tlio recent siJCCcss of 
French and Gorman airships havo 
awakened a great degree of interest in 
England on the subject of aerostatics. 
Tho English airship proved capable of 
being easily handled, able to travel 
with and against the wind and cap- 
able of being steered. The balloon 
was In charge of Col. Cajipor, Capt. 
King and F. S. Cody, tlio American 
who has spent a number of years In 
the . BrltlsUj. service in charge. ..of*, ho 
kltaj^sedtlon'rof the army. ■^r^'f^p3' 

After 'maldng a circuit of ' about 'two 
miles around Farnborough and ' the 
common, an accident occurred to the 
engines, .and in spite of tho throwing 
out by tho aeronauts of ballast, of 
which tho airship carried three hun- 
dred pounds, the balloon settled down 
near some trees. Tlio defect which 
developed Is only sliglit and can easily 
be remedied. 

During the trip tho wind blew at/ 
the rate of llfteen m.ilos, and tho air- 
ship had no difficulty in navigating 
against It. She rodo gently like a vos- 
sel in a seaway, the machine, respond- 
ing to the movements of . the canvfts- 
sall rudder, traveled In. a wide circle 
of about two miles In c'lrcumference 
1 1 the rate of about flye mlles'.an;hour.' 
She had almost completed the circle 
when tho engines stopped suddenly 
owing to the breaking of a bolt, and 
tho ship settled down gradually, drift- 
ing near a clump of trees. 

At tho socoiiil trial the machlnory 
worked v.-itli perfect smoothuosa. Vari- 
ous evoliilioiis wero performed, and tho 
ship completed a lliroo mile circle at 
an altitude of about half .a mile. She 
then descended not far from her shed. 

This new airship is a sausage-shap- 
ed balloon about one hundred feet long 
by thirty feet in diameter. It has a 
lifting capacity of about ono ton, 
which,, after deducting the weight of 
the car, eng'mes and other apparatus, 
Iiermlts the carriage, of a crew of men. 
The car is shaped like a boat and built 
of aluminum anil canvas. Tho petrol- 
eum for tho motors is '^arrled in two 
torpodo-lliio cylinders abovo tho car. 
The engines aro so constructed that 
tho exhaust vapor Is turned into gas 
and carried onto the balloon above by 
means of a tube. .

Tlu^ bishop took lunehi'on at tlie 
Montreal cl'i'.) as tho guest of layiiieii's 
oiiiniltli^i>, and had a drive on the 
moiintalii in the afternoon. This even- 
ing lie preached at evensong in St.

Ottawa Government Endeavoring 
to Reacb^Agreement 
With Japan 



'A REBUKE' fOR-BMcPHEBSOII 



Consul Morikav/a's Reports on Van- 
couver Situation to ,H|s Su«' 
perior a't Ottawa 



Ottawa, Sept. 10.— It ia a subject of 
much comment tonight that R. G, 
Maepherson, W. P., and '\V. A. Gaili- 
her. JI. P., after tlielr Interview with 
.Sir Wilfrid Laurler, sung in a much 
lower key than yesterday. There 
wa.'j no more talk of Boston tea par., 
ties or anything of that kind. In- 
deed it is said tlie first minister gavo 
the member for Vancouver a pretty 
severe combing down for his Inflam- 
matory speeches and interviews, tho 
result of which must be to render a 
now arrangement with Japan mora 
difficult of accomplishment. 

To newspapermen who saw Mr, 
Maopherson after ills interview, that', 
gentleman cooed as gently as a dove. 
"A solution of the question Is at hand," 
ho remarked, "but what tho solution 
consisted of he did not venture to ex., 
plain. Proceeding. Sir. Macphersoii 
said: "What more can I add than . 
that the question Is going to be set- 
tled. Our interview with tho premier 
was of .a most satisfactory nature. I 
may say that Sir Wilfrid had been 
working hard trying to restore peaco 
among tho people on the coast slnco 
his return to Canada. Of course," 
continued Vancouver's representative, 
"I deprecate lawlessness of any kind, 
and I am not In sympathy with tha 
violence committed by the people. Such 
conduct as that makes it all the moro 
difficult to bring about- a final set- 
tlement. Wo don't want reform ac- 
complished by revolution. Sir WIN 
frid recognizes tho seriousness of tha 
sltuattpn, and will apply a satlstac-, 
^tqryrjremody. • There is only one solu- 
itljOiil<if:-tha' problem, and upon that 
depend- for a settlement. Wo can- 
not, afford to disregard other nations;; 
In the samo manner Japan cannot af- 
ford to disregard us. Along these 
lines a settlement will be worked 
out." 

Japanese Consul General Nosso re-" 
colvod this morning tho following tele- 
gram from Consul Morlkawa at Van- 
couver: "About 10.30 last night 
(Monday) the rioters set the Japanese 
primary school on firo, but tho build- 
ing Wits saved from destruction by tho 
Japanese. I at once interviowod the 
mayor at the pollco station and mado 
a demand to call out tho militia ifi 
necessary." 

Consul General Nosne presented tho 
telegram to Sir Wilfrid Laurler, "All! 
that I am doing," said Mr. Nosse, "is 
to present to the premier the infor- 
mation of tho disturbances as it 
reaches ino. Tho rest I leave to tha 
good sense of the government, who 
havo always treated us fairly. I am 
satisfied they will do so In the fu- 
ture and that our people will havo tha 
protection Canadian law gives." 

Mr. NoBse received the following 
message from Consul Morlkawa , late 
this, afternoon : "Mayor and police 
authorities are doing their best to keep 
viglla'hco by specially patrolling' the 
Japanese section with mounted police. 
Principal citizens exceedingly regret- 
ting occurrence of this disturbance, are 
meeting to tako best measures to ro-. 
store order and peace. MaJ'or will 
call city council tomorrow- to discuss 
situation and discuss the measures. At 
10 a. m. today rioters numbering from 
six to seven hundred were marching 
towards Japanese section, but wero 
dispersed by police. Number of ar- 
rests since night- before last Is over -

The liberals expressed sat- 
isfaction with tho project as a whole, 
but Introduced amendments providing 
that women shall bo entitled to mem- 
bership 111 tho s!emHtvo.s, with the right 
to vote, iind opposed tho proposition 
to givo tho zonistvoB police functions, 
on the ground that they would bo frcinl 
from adnilnlslrativo control If the.v 
li.nl nothing lo do with police work. 

'i'ho conservatives, led by Prince 
KaHi--alklu Rostkov.?kl. a niomlier of 
tho council of tho empire, vigorously 
opposed tho premier's project, taunt- 
ing him with being fnliit hearted, and 
with surrendering to tiin <Mieiiiy.

Supervising Marino Insiiector John 
Bermingham of San Francisco severe- 
ly censured Cai)taln P. A. Doran, the 
dead master of the Columbia; suspends 
tho license of ,aile?.,:Mate B. Hendrik- 
Ben of the Sanv^edTrp for flvi- years, 
and Suspends'.'.theisilcc^se of Captain 
Magnus Hanseri/of 'tKe San Pedro for 
one year. CaptairfjCo^an is blamed for 
the wreck of the/<Jpliimblti. "I find," 
wrote Captain BermfngHahi, "that Cap- 
tain P. A. Doran glaringly violated the 
interiiatioiial rules of the, road and pi- 
lot rules. Could anything be plainer 
than these rules for tho guidance of 
the navigator? Their observance would 
liave averted the collislcrn and ita COn- 
aeaueiices. lOach ves.sel was driven 
regardless of human life." 

In his d.H'isioii, Caiitain Berming- 
ham did not spare Chief Mate Ilen- 
driksen of 'tlie Han Pedro. (Captain 
Bermingham rules tlial no local board 
of his district will bi; justified in is- 
suhig Ilendriksen a license of any sort 
until after September 12, 1912, and re- 
grots that the law does not allow of 
his prosecution on the charge of man- 
slaughter. 

Captain Hansen of the .San Pedro 
Is censured because he .did not instruct 
his mates as to the 'navigation of the 
San Pedro during thick weather. 

Concerning the laws governing bulk- 
heads .and safety devices, the inspector 
llnds tho Columbia was within the 
statutes. Ho writes furtlier; 

"A watertight bulkliead extending 
up to its main deck ;vnil no fciU abaft 
Its collision bulkhead would have saved 
tho ship and all on board."

THE TORPEDO 

Some New. Devices for Making It More 
Effective 

.Since the Dreadnought was design- 
ed, the eCficlency of tho torpedo has 
been most masterl.\' iner(,'ased, and 
for tills reason there seems some 
ground for the contention on the part 
of several members of parliament 
during the recent debate in favor of 
a more vigorous jiolicy in reference to 
.surface and submarine craft. Defer- 
ring for the moment reference to the 
advance in torpedo design, it should 
lie remembered that many of our de- 
stroyers aro now obsolescent, and 
sooiier rather than later we .shall re- 
quire to enter bpon replacement with 
a liberal mind. The manoeuvres of 
submarine boats In the North sea dur- 
ing the past few days have further 
ostablislied tho very high efficiency of 
the Hrltish craft; and in view of tho 
number of lives In jeopardy in tho 
event of del'eat, and tho relative small 
cost In comparison with their poten- 
tialltleH in action, the building of 
those vessels ought to be actively pur- 
sued. This Is the more Important in 
view of the great advance In the range 
of the latest torpedo. To overcome 
tho loss of heat due to tho expansion 
of the air used in the propelling en- 
gine, Sir AV. G. Armstrong, Whltworth 
& Co., iuivc devised and patented what 
Is known .as the "Elswlck separate 
vessel heater for torpedoes"; and. we 
now hoar that thi.s device has been 
fitted to some of tho torpedoes made 
at the AVhitehead torpedo factory at 
Wcvmouth, and has given astonishing- 
ly successful results. In tho ca.sc of 
tho latest pattern IS-in. torpedo a 
speed of 28 knots for 2,000 yards, or 
34 1-2 knots for 1,000 yards, is main- 
tained when u.sing the ordinary cool 
air. For longer distances, such as 
3,000 and -1,000 yards, tho speed, of 
course. Is proportionately loss, falling 
to about 20 knots for 4,000 yards 
range.

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THE PITY OF IT 

The rcgrot whlcli all right-minded 
citizens feel over tlie Vancouver In- 
cident is not because tlie Japane^se 
are subjects of an ally, although this 

: may add to it. It Is bccauso of the 
fact that tlie good iiuiiie of the coun- 
try has boon besmirched. Last week 
we could claim In the face of all the 
world that under the British flag there 
was liberty and ^;aCoty for mon of all 
nationalities, and oC any creed or color. 
Jt was our proudoHt Iwiist that wo hold 
the law.s of tlio country in respect and 
that no man need fear to tru3t his 
life, liberty and property to their pro- 
tection. We can no longer make this 
claim. A stain has been put upon our 
honor as a people. It has been soni 
broadcast to all the world that there 
Is. one place In Canada where the 
British flag 'is no protection to those, 
who.-3e only sin is that their face:? are 
not white and who arc guilty of the 
heinous crime of wishing to make a 
living. Only a few years ago we sent 
our troops, and other nations sent their 
troops, to compel China to respect 
foreigners In that country; now we find 
It nccensary for our troops to bo kept 
In readiness to compel people in 
Canada to respect forelgner.s here.

The Times undertakes .•tp,.chlde'-the 
Colonist for misleading, on rrither for 

not informing a correspondent, and' in 
so doing mialead.s lilm'and every one 
else who road Its article. It Informs 
him that the city cannot enter into 
any contract with -the water works, 
company for any greater period than 
five yoar.s, anil that at tlio expiration 
of five years^tho city would be .-it tho 
mercy of the company. Our contem- 
porary has simply misapprehended tho 
law on tho subject,. aUli.?iigh It quotes 
tho sections bearing upon it. If It 
will road them again It will find that 
the company is required to furnish tho 
city wltli water, "for auch period as 
shall be . specified in such resolu- 
tion or In any subsequent resolution of 
a similar nature", but that .such period 
shall not be los.s tlian five yoar.s and 
when it conies to the authority given to 
. tho city, it will find that the city 
may "from time to time pass by-laws 
authorizing the council to enter into 
a contract for the term of five years". 
These two provi.slon.s arc in perfect 
harmony. By them tlie company Is 
required to furnish water for tho use 
of the city as long as the city may 
so require, btit the city is prevented 
from entering Into a contract to cover 
more than five years by any .single 
by-law. If at the e.xplratlon of the 
first five' years the city wants the 
•\vater for another five, It must enter 
.into a fresh contract, and by tho terms 
.of the Watcrworlis fonipany'.-i Act, tho 
^second contract must be on precisely 
»;t|thj9 'same terms .as 'to price, gratuitous 
■■^service of water ' and pressure as the 
first contract. "VVo repeat therefore 
what wo .said' yesterday namely, that 
we had already, given in the Colonist all 
tlio Infonnatinn which Mr. Munro 
'.iought; but that no png may mlaap- 
prehend Just what tho rights of tho 
city and the citizens and the duties of 
.the company are we .=iball restate them 
•more sucelnctl.\- tlmn they were stated 
in the previous article on the subject.

A CONSTITUTIONAL ; POINT 

A question has been raised as to 
whether or not Mr. rMcBrido hn-J to 
assume tho responsibility for the fail- 
ure of what for conyenlenciBifmay.; be 
called the Bowser Bill to become a 
law. As was stated -In these "columns 
yesterday, in tho absence of both the 
Lloutcnant-Governor and Mr. McBrlde 
the facts of tho case cannot be as- 
certained, but the constitutional point 
Involved m^ perhapsVbo explained 
with advantage.:- the outset we 
may mention that responsible govern- 
ment In the provinces' Is qualified by 
tho fact that under the British North 
Amerlca'n Act, the Iloutonant-Kovern- 
or Is a Dominion ofllcer, and in exer- 
d.-iing tho power of the Crown to sus- 
pend Bills from coming into operation, 
he acts as a Dominion officer, .and 
hence, unless In so actinp; he has been 
expressly advlsod by his mini.ster.i, 
thc-y cannot ho hold responsilile for 
what he does. There Is no necessary 
assumption that a lieutenant-govern- 
or acts in such matters on the .advice 
of his ml'nisters. In this resp.'ct tlin 
analogy between tho system nf minis- 
terial respon.sibillty as we have it In 
the provinces of Canada and ;is Its ex- 
ists in the United Kingdom fails. If 
a lieutenant-governor Informs his ad- 
visors that he proposes as a Doml'nion 
ofllcer to withhold his assent from a 
Bill, they do 'not have to assume tire 
responiiibllity of his so doing, for it 
would be unreasonably to Inild that 
ministers should accept the responsi- 
bility for, something that they were 
powerless to prevent. 

There have been three Instances since 
British Columbiii entered Co'nfedera- 
tlon when the lieutenant-governor has 
withheld his iissent from ,-i 13111. The 
lirst was in 1S77, when by an amend- 
ment to tho Gold Mining Amendment 
Act it was sought by the. legislature 
to Invest gold commissioners with ju- 
dicial power. Lieutenant - Governor 
Richards withheld his assent from this 
Bill, because he "wits ' of tlic opinion 
that it entrenched upon tlio fu'nclions 
of tho federal government, in which is 
Invested the right to appoint judges. 
The second was in 1S97, when LIcu- 
tenant-Oovornor Dcwdney withheld his 
assent from a Bill prohibiting the em- 
ployment of Chinese and Japanese by 
companies Incorporated by the provin- 
cial legisljiture. The third was the 
case of tho Bowser Bill. In comment- 
ing upon Lieutenant-Governor Dewd- 
ney's action tlie Colonist said: "It Is 
tn be remarked that In wltlilioldlng his 
a.'isont from a Bill for the ijurposoa of 
reserving it for the action of the Gov- 
ernor-General, tho Lieutenant-Govern- 
or does not act as a provincial exeo- 
utlye ofllcer,' but -. as _a, ropresentatlvo 
of tho federal authority. He docs not. 



withhold his assent by the advice of 
his ministers, but presumably because 
of instructions received from the fed- 
eral authorities," Later in the same 
article, which appeared in tho Colo- 
nist of May 9th, 1S97, the views of Mr. 
Bourlnot, the great Canadian author- 
ity on constitutional question;^, were 
given, and he was sliowji to take pro- 
clsoly the same position as is above 
Indicated, namely that this power 
vested in tho lieutenant - governor 
"cannot bo oxplalin^d in accoidanoo 
with the principles of respanslblllty 
that govern a ministry." , Bourlnot fur- 
ther says that, in tho aljsenco of In- 
structions fr'orn Ottawa a lioutenantr 
governor is thrown Ujion his own dis- 
cretion, with such asslsta'nce as his 
mlnlstei-s may give him, \.<ul lie is un- 
der no obligation to consult them and 
may refuse to bo guided by tholr ad- 
vice, if It Is tendered. At that time 
the Colonist drew the following' dis- 
tinction between an act for wliii'li tlio 
mliiistr.v is respoiislhU- and oiii' for 
whiiii it Is not, exiiressiiiK tile dis- 
tinction in this way: "The act is that 
of the Lieutenant-Governor and not an 
act of tho Lieutei\ant-Govornor I'n 
Council." 

Wo see no reason for .altering tlie 
views then expressed, which we may 
say wei-e not dlssenled from in tho 
press at the time, and when the leg- 
isl.ituro met in 1S98 the opposition did 
not pretend to hold tho government re- 
siioii,sil)le I'or llu! action of the T.ieu- 
tmant-OoverHor. AVc slmll defer any 
further observations until v.'e are in 
full possession of the facts in regard 
to the Bowser Bill.

The' Bishop of London 
has issued an order' to his "clergy not 
to solemnize such marriages, ;ind 
It Is said that, other 'blsirpps will adopt 
the same course.- . Something In the 
nature of a cri.sis Is Ilkel.v to arise. 
Kither the Cliin-cli of Kiigland Is sub- 
ject to the I.aw of the land or it is not, 
If tho clergy deny that they are so 
subject and that they, have the. right 
to refuse to obey a statute passed In 
the constitutional way, disestablish- 
nieiit Is not very far off. We distin- 
guish between a relii^inus 1>riily, which 
is simply a voluntary organization, 
and one which is a legal establish- 
ment. The mcmbor.<! of such a body 
as tho former may make such regu- 
lations as the.v wish for their own gov- 
ernment. They may direct that their 
ministers, preachers or; clergrymen/ or 
by whatsoeyer name they j^,maji;;j;be 
called, shall not solomnWet-toar- 
rlagos ' at all, and no. '• on^'has^ a 
right to object, but with tho 
Church of K, island It Is different 
It is the national church; it stands 
determinedly upon its legal rights as 
tho cst.abllshcd church of the nation; 
its l.iisliieis have by. law a right to a 
viii(e ill niaUin:^ the laws of the land. 
If they claim that In addition to be- 
ing lawmaki?rs llie\' have powrrs 
transcending the laws, which the.v 
have aided' in maldi/g we have all 
something to loarn about British in- 
stitutions. It is idle to sa.v, as some 
will, that the liislions voteil ;i,i,'aln.-- 1 
tho Bill. Tliat is iieithcM- here nor 
there. The\- tool^ n.art in )nnl<ing the 
law by voting against it, and It will 
surely not be claimed that any m'cm. 
bor of Parliament, whether he is lay- 
man or nrelat<!, has a right to dis- 
obey a law- .and counsel others t<i di.'-- 
oboy it simply because ho voti-d 
against its passage. Once wo admit 
such a principlfi to' be correct tlv ri 
will lie an end of i)arllaineiilar_i- irov- 
ernment.

VahcQUver Council Will Submit 
, By4,aw for Big Amount 
to People 



Vancouver, B. C., Sept. 9.— The spc 
clal cdmmltteo of the city cou-ncll hav 
Ing- under conatderation the question 
of the new bridges over False creek 
held a lengthy session Friday afternoon, 
at which the whole Held was thorough 
ly \dlscussed. Tho previous feeling of 
the^bpflyr had been that the council 
shobld' present .to tho electorate next 
January a bylaw covering the cost of 
the AVcstmlnster avenue and Grnnvlllo 
street structures. On the further con- 
sideration of tho matter Friday after- 
■ noon it was decided to be advisable to 
coyer tho entire bridge proposition at 
'0'n^:time and place a bylaw before tho 
: : \ Mlf^ctorato for, tho sum of $1,000,000, 
■coverins the coat of construction of all 
the' bridges covered in the report of 
Sir. J. A. L. Waddell, submitted to tho 
council last year. 

The idea expressed in the discussion 
(, was that the start should be made, as 
originally intended, on tho Westmin- 
stetj avenue and Granville street con- 
structions, and that the Camblo street 
and' Coal Harbor bridges should be un- 
dertaken as the need developed. 

The 'formal action of the committee 
wag taken in the following form:. 
"That the general principal for 
i5v!|t bridges at Westminster avenue and 
' •"'••■ 'Granville street, Gamble street and 
Coal Harbor,- as submitted by Mr. 
■Waddell, be adopted, and that at tho 
next ihunicipal election a bylaw bo 
oubmitted for $1,000,000 to cover the 
. estimated cost of the- bridges, ap- 
proaches, etc." 

The ^estimated amounts for tho vari- 
ous .structures as they were presented 
to the committee were as follow.s: 
Granville' street, $500,000; Cambic 
street, $335,000; Westminster avenue, 
$150,000; , Coal Harbor, $55,000. 

Tlie ' discussion centred for a time 
upon thevohara|!ter . of the Granville 
street striioture, and' It was 'practically 
decided that the hlgh-^ level, construc- 
tion should, be foUo-wed ,'at ;that: pplnt. 
A change was made In the plan of the 
. Westnfiln^ter, avenue hi-klgo at tho .sug- 
gestion of Mr; Waddell, whorcbya two- 
liundred-and-seventy-fivo-fcvot draw 
span will occupy the conti-n of the 
bridge, this width' being represented 
as necessary to obtain the waterways 
desired on either- side. ■ 
;i As .the_^ approval .of the Domlniori

Been Distributed 



Gus Erlckaon, divisional superinten- 
dent of the Crow's Nest Pass railway 
isaya that there is no likeilJiood of ttny 
.■iun oring ln the -prairie towns this year 
on account of 'lack of fuel. Taught 
by the experience of last %vlnter the 
liouseholders, have, generally speak- 
ing, already laid in their stocks of winter 
coal. Mr. and Mrs. Erickson have 
conio to the coast to settle their 
children in school at Vancouver and 
iii-o now .spending a few holidays in 
\'"k't()ria prior tu returning to Kast 
Kootenay. When seen at the Driard 
yesterday morning Mr. Erickaon .said: 

"I don't think there will Ik; any 
fuel .shortaKO in the t>ralri>>.s Ihl.s yoar. 
To l.ioKin with rrnm ;;(> to 25 cnr.s of 
coal have 1x>i'm sent Into that district 
daily all the .sunuiicr. l^ast year nono 
was .sent i)i-acticaiiy .spealclng. Just 
before corning to the coast- 1 wa.s talk- 
ing to a couple of prominent mine 
owners who liad just been making a 
trip of investigation through Calgary 
and other pr.-ilrle town.s. Thoy told 
mo the cellar.s were full of coal ovory- 
.whero.- Tiiero wa;-i so much incon- 
venience aiuJ even sulTcrlng lust win- 
ter, that tile houseliolders have learnt 
their lesson, .:iud wlieii the winter 
comes they will be prepared for It. 
The result Is that there does not soem 
to bo any likelihood of a .shortage of 
coal fo.r, domestic purposes this win 
tor, .even '..If we were to have another 
exceptional' season this year. 

"It may. be a difteront, matter with 
the railroads.. We have not a pound 
of reserve coal in my division. Last 
year I had ten thou.sand.tons at Cran- 
brooiv. This year, there Is none. Tlio 
policy of the' railroad all the summer 
ha.s been only to take what coal v.-as 
libsolutely neodod for immediate pur- 
po.sps and to do everything to fa- 
ciiiiitp the moving of fuel KUi)i)lios 
ea.-t in tlu- meantime. Many of the 
mine invMcis, too, have been helpinR 
all thoy can l)y giving long credit on 
tlie coal, .'celling at tliroc and sonip- 
tinies four months credit. The Oalt 
people for instance have been shipping 
a liimdred tons a day east on 00 day's 
credit. 'I'lic coal mine.s .situated along 
the line of the Crow'.-; Xost Pass road 
have a coml)inoa dally capacity at pre- 
sent of 7,000 tons, tiiough a larger ton- 
nagi! may be expected as the mines are 
more opened up. If properly distributed 
this supply should meet the require- 
ments.

For every actor tiiat is out of an en- 
gagement today there are at least a 
dozen actresses out ot work. \et for 
every actor that knows his business 
tlioro are at least a dozen actresses 
that know their.-. Bernhardt, who has 
never been accused of underestimating 
the merits of the tlicatre, has .iust ad- 
vised voung men to go upon tho stage 
as soon as tliey can and young wonjen 
to think at least twice before applying 
for a position. 

Although Maude Adams and Ethel 
Bnrrvniore usually play to more money 
than'do any of the men stars who aro 
under tiie same management as they, 
and although Bernhardt, Duse and a 
lew other actresses must bo reckoned 
with as Ijcing among the most valu- 
able acting possessions that the -.^tage 
b.as it is a fact that the average young 
man has a bettor cliance today -of get- 
ting to the top of tlio theatrical ladder 
tlian has the average young woman. 

The most distingui.shcd player on tho 
American stage is. according^ to com- 
mon con.^ent, Richard Mansfield, 
though he may never again be seen on 
tho stage. A diplomat he may not bo, 
hut ho can act. The actors that ap- 
pear in bis companle.3 get better salar- 
ies tlian do tho.-ie who work In the 
support of any other star. His sea- 
sons are long and he plays to enop-f 
mous business. HU versatility and un- 
fiuenchablo ambition shame those ac- 
tors, that .W,ould like to get rich quick 
or t:et''-'Yairaous ;ciuick,;'K 

Yet with him to be remembered and 
with the thought that ilnre, ailiette. 
Crane and tlio rest of the big actors 
that have occupied the top places on 
the stage line for years and have not 
been sorlou'sly Impeded in their prog- 
ress or dist'm-bod in their possession 
by actresses, there oxi.st.s a lamentalile 
ab.sonco of fine young material among 
the rising actor.s who in time must 
supplant those who now stand at the 
top.

-itiner Brings News of Arrest of Mur- 
■|V derer Who Brought Body of 
i Woman on Board 



With 1,165 Asiatics on board, in- 
cluding 901 Hindus who canio via 
Jrlonglcoiiff, 149 Chlnoso and 115 Japan- 
o^o, as well as 5G saloon and ':i i-"™- 
lican steerage paascngers, a total ot 
3,192 all told, one, a Japanese, being a 
Ktowaway, tlie K. M. S. aionteaglo ar- 
rived in port yesterday evening from 
tlie Orient. Alter discliarglng 120 
Ions ot general eargo liere siie will 
unload the big' throng ot" Asiatics at 
iVancouviM-- todav.. Tlioso on board are 
apprehensive of troul)lo owing to tiie 
excitement against Orientals at the 
tliainlahd city. All the Hindus aro to 
1)0 landed at Vancouver and the other 
steerage passengers, 37 Japanese and 
17 Cliinose were landed hero. Not only 
did tlie Jlonteaglc broaic all records in 
the number of Asiatic passengers, but 
siio had the largest and most vaiu- 
iibie cargo ever brought by a C. P. R. 
oteamer, inoiuding 0,000 tons of sillv, 
tea, matting, curios and general car- 
Ko. A call was made at Shimizu, the 
port of Shlzuoka which is Japan's 

, "greatest tea district, , to load Japanese 

■ tea; The silk 'oai^' of • the steamer 
consists of 2iO0O' tales of raw silk and 
Bilk goods; this consignment alone be- 
ing valued at approxima,tely $2,000,000. 
When tlie Monteagle was lying in 

. port at Hongkong, W. H. Adsetts, af- 
terwards arrested at Chefoo, brouglit 

'on board of Saratoga trunk of ordin- 
ary size which was afterwards found 
to contain the body of Gertrude Day- 
ton, a woman from Youngstown, Oliio, 
who had been stranRled to death. The 
Bteamor was lying olf Wanchal, Hong- 
kong, and the officers were at dinner 
,\vlien Adsetts caino to tlie gangway 
witli a sampan and had the trunk 
brought on board, stating that he 
Avished It placed In the hold at once, 
as he intended to be a pas-sengei-. F >r 
this reasori the. triink was placed in the 
baggage room arid three days later 
lilood was seen oozing from it willi 
the rosuiU that it was opened, and in- 
side was found the body of a woman, 
doubled u[) There wa.^ a iilece of ca- 
lico .ai-ound her throat, with which 
she had been strangled, and she was 
rolsed in a cliemlse and niglitgown. 
.The body was. very decomposed. 

. -, The murder took place at the Hong- 
kong hotel, and it seems that owing 
to tlio excitement occa.slone<l by the 
collapse of two verandah's which fell, 
killing two Chinese, the murderer had 
opportunity to woric wiliiouc discov- 
ery. The couple came from JVIanila by 
steamer Eastern and r.^gistcrt-d uh 
j\Ir. and Mrs. Davis. The night of 
their arrival the woman, who iiad 
considerable jewelry which was taken 
by tliQ murderer, was killed, placetl in 
tlie trunk, and Chinese coolies -were 
brought to carry, the box from th-j ho- 
tel. 

The murderer took the box to I^ut- 
tepfleld. & Swire's office stating he 
wished to ship it as freight on a small 
coasting steamer to Holhow, but the 
box was left standing In the sun, and 
Adsetts fearing discovery of tho con- 
tents, went to tho steamship company, 
staying he had changed his mind, and 
Intended to ship tho trunk to Aus- 
tralia. Ho took it to tho Monteagle, 
jind then tried to book a passage on 
the steamer Hongkong Maru for San 
J'^rancisco, offering jewelry in payment 
for his fare. Thi.s was refunded and 
bo wont ashore and converted Some 
of till! stolen jewelry into money. As 
j^Ir. Jackson h© went as passenger on 
tho steamer Tosa Maru, and liuaring 
that detectives wore waiting for that 
vos.sel at Shanghai he left her at Woo- 
Bung and escaped. to Chefoo. He was 
arrested tlKMc after a desperate fight. 

A Chefoo correspondent writes as 
follows of 111'.! .-irrrst of Adsetts. "'The 
:irre.st was (rlfetUed liy Mr. ]\rilbanK-, 
the liritisli (■on.siilate con.stalih;, v.lio 
was assisted by Hilly Below, the well- 
known bo.\er. Adsetts made .a des- 
perate reslstciice, and I\Ir. Milbank 
was- knocked down by a terrific blow 
of the list in his left eye Hi.y assail- 
ant was then felled by Billy J^<'lew 
and scoured and. lodged, in the Brilish 
gaol at tho.TOni8ulate.5>T!A.>Jsetts l.s wi ii 
known.at f^hofbo/'as for some time lie

On the same day that the steamer 
Jlonteajjle, whIrJi arrived last night, 
left Yokohama, tho British steamer 
^V'oolwicll sailed witli 12S1 Xapanese on 
board for Vancouver and is due about 
the end of tho week. The iiitenllon 
of tlie cliartorers of tho Woolwich was 
to bring 700 or SOO Japanese, but the 
scheme failed, witli consequent flnan. 
.ciai loss to tile organizers of tlie en- 
terprise, owing to tho enforcement of 
tho new shipiilng regulations -^vhereby 
Japanese iiisjiectors refuse to iierniit 
vessels to cirry nioro passengers and 
crew than can bo accommodated in tho 
lifeboats which .-iro held Jn tho davits 
at the steamer's sides. Tho regula- 
tions aro similar to those of the Brit- 
ish act, and the inboard boats, rafts, 
etc., are not considered. 

Tho promoters of the enterpriso had 
l)een having trouble from tho time 
they chartered the 'W'oalwich and be- 
gan to embark the Jai)anr-'-;e for Brit- 
ish Columbia. l'^ir;'.t there were 
frauds which rosulted In arre-its of 
several .lapani'.'JO lioardliifrliouse kee[)- 
( rs ami others Ijeing ma(l(.'. After 
over three v.-ee'ks delay the steamer 
proceedi'd to yokoli.aiiia with l^SO .la))- 
aneso on board, the intention boin.i; to 
embark several hundred niorc .'it Yolio- 
liama. There the promoters found 
themselves prevented from embarking 
moro passengers owing to tho lack of 
lifeboats in the davits. The charter- 
ers at once burrieil to the Yokoham.-i 
iron worivs .-iiid endeavored to make .a 
contract for tlie immediate supi)ly of 
extra davits at every available space 
along tho steamer's sides, but tho .'ir- 
r.-mgement was not satisfactorily con. 
eluded and no extra davits were put 
on- Tho steamer was conso(iuently 
unablo to tako those who were wait- 
ing at Yokohama, and Is on hor way 
with only 280 Japanese Instead, of the 
big throng the promoters' inteiidedr.to 
bring. - 

TIio Kobo Herald says with re.5ard 
to tho alleged frauds practiced con- 
cerning the emigrants of tho Wool- 
wich:

.Martin and .Morrison ,1,1.)— In l.")cceiu- 
licr, IS"!!, tiie iilainliff, Annie J, .Marlts, 
Iheii aged 21, was returning from a 
visit to Uetroil. Whilst waiting at 
the AN'Indsor depot she m;ide tho ac- 
iliialnlance of tlie deccnscd, A. J. 
Marks, then ii widower. After an ac. 
(lualiilance of an hour or so she de. 
cldcd to go with lilni by train to 
Slnilford, diirliu/ which time tho 
collide liecame opigaged. .She did not 
return lo her hoiiie. in Kincardine, but 
wailed tor a few week.i, when she re- 
ceived and accepted a reipiest from 
him to meet her at Uranlford. They 
AveiU th(;n lo Btiffalo; where uhq con- 



tends the;- were married. l\fter a 
short absence tliey returned to Kin- 
cardine, where tlic.N' liept house a>s man 
and wife until the spring of 1S76, 
when ho sold the furniture, kept the 
lirocecds and left Jier, but returned la 
the fall of 1S77. During liis absence 
lie did not iirovidc fur her sujiport. 
He lived wltli iter until the spring of 
1S7S, when he left for Winnipeg. They 
apparently parted on friendly terms; 
she did not request to bo taken with 
him; they did not corrcspoiul with 
cacli other; she made no demand for 
support from him and lie gave her 
none. In 1800 he returned to Kincar- 
dine, but did not visit her, althougli 
he visited her mother and sister, and 
made enquiries concerning her. He 
died In October, 11)01, but commenc- 
ing in January of that year he opened 
a correspondence with licr. These let- 
ters were produced at the trial by 
he.'. Ill all of these coiimuinlcatlons 
he addressed as her as "Dear friend" 
and she replied In tlie .same way. In 
lS!i8. slio lived with a man named 
l'"rankboiicr in Micliigan, assumed hla 
luiine and went as his wife. 

For the purposes of this action she 
hail visited Buffalo, but was unable 
to discov er any record of her marriage. 
Siie gave evidence to the effect that 
no ]Jiiblic records of marriages In 
Buffalo vvere kept before 1S7S. She 
could not trace the witnesses, tlie ho- 
tel where she was married lutvlng been 
destroyed, and tho minister being dead. 
.She also gave evidence that deceased 
had taken possession of iter marriage 
certificate In 1S7S, but ills son sworu 
that he had searched through all his 
father's luipers in vain for the certi- 
ficate, or any evidence that the plain- 
tiff had ever been the -.vlfo of A. J. 
Marks. 

In No\-emljer, 3902, nearly two years 
after hi.s m;irrlage to the defendant, 
Susan hHizabetii Marks, deceased wrote 
to plaintiff, Annie, stating that he haiT 
obtained )icr address from her sister. 
He then addresses her as "Dear 
friend," and this corrcsiiondeiice con- 
tinued until August, 1001, she .sending 
in one of the letters lier photograph, 
with "A. J'"raiikboner" written on tlio 
bacl^'. In a letter from the deceased 
to lier lie spoke of the time "you and 
I were one" at Tift house in Buffalo. 
This is the only reference to their 
former relations. At the trial plain, 
tiff's si.stcr ;iiui cousin swore to hav. 
ing seen the jiaper supposed to be the 
marriage certificates, but neither wit- 
ness remembered the contents of the 
document. 

Deceased married .Sutan in March, 
i;i02, ill Xeli^ou, I!. ('., prlnr to his op- 
ening til) corresponricnre with Annli? 
and during this period he also, when 
absent, wrote to .Sus;ju, but always 
addressed her as "my dear wife," and 
signed iiiiiK-ieir "your loving husband." 
He made his will at Nelson on thn 
(ith of May, 1001, leaving fo "my wife" 
SoO per month during her Ufotime, 
imyalile out' of his estate. 

II Is on this clause In the will that 
action \'.as brought, it being contend- 
ed that the marriage lo Susan' wa.s 
.a iilgaiiious union and tliiit the legacy 
ougliL therefore to go to '.Annie, who 
set hor alleged marriage in IS73. 

Held, on appeal, affirming the de- 
cision of Hunter, V,. .1. (.Martli* ,T. dls- 
sciilin.g) that there was nothing in the 
o\-iden(ro to dlsplare the presumption 
tliat the deceased liad not committed 
blgaiii.\' In nuirr.ving Su.=:aii In 1902, 
and that slic was tlie person designated 
in tlie will as "my wife" and "my 
said wife." 

Wliether aU tlie evidence taken upon 
conimlsslnn in an .action sliall be read 
at length, or rcid in part and .stated 
ill part, or stated by counsel at tho 
trial is a matter In tlie disci'otlon ot 
the trial .judge.
